Secret Conferences at Springfield of 
Straight Republicans, Bolters, 
and Democrats. 


John M. Palmer Again Selected 
to Lead the Democratic 
Forlorn Hope. 


Our Carter’s Eagle Downed After 
a Sharp but Decisive 
Struggle. 


Conflicting Opinions as to the Course 
to Be Pursued by the 
Kickers. 


Strong Anti-Oullom Pressure Bronght to 
Bear from OhicagoSenator Logan 
Still Neutral. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 15.—[Special.}— 
There has been more chaos to the square 
inch in Springfield today than atany other 
time since the Senatorial fight began. Every 
half-hour brought with it fresh rumors ofa 
bolt. These in turn were succeeded by posi- 
tive statements from the Cullom forces that 
the whole thing would end in mere wind, 
noise and fury, signifying nothing. The sore- 
heads were to have caucused at noon, but 
couldn't muster enough strength, and put off 
their meeting until evening. “ Long“ Jones, 
John Tanner, Tom Scott, and 
several other members of the Ke- 
publican State Central Committee 
threw out a picket line leading to the bolt- 
ers’ camp, captured a few of the enemy’s 
scouts, and grew, hilarious over what they 
regarded as confirmation strong as Holy Writ 
that there just couldn’t be a bolt to amount 
to anything, and that there wouldn't be. 
Rankin was reported all right, and Senator 
Hunt was represented as having washed his 
hands of the whole business. Fuller and 
Parish still stood out, but the Cullom man- 
agers again remarked that the thing would 
all blow over. The fact is,” said Long” 
Jones, none of these fellows are going to 
get in front of the wagon tomorrow and 
then have the vehicle run over them W ednes- 
day. It is one thing to bring about à joint 
ballot, and another thing to beat the caucus 
nominee when you've done it. One vote in 
the House might prevent an election tomor- 
row. It will take several more the next day. 
They haven’t got enough, and they don’t 
propose to make fools of themselves.“ 80 
spoke the political seer from the lake shore. 

WAVERING STATESMEN. 

Despite their alleged paucity of numbers, 
however, and the alleged unwillingness of 
the individual bolter to step to the front and 
beli the cat, the little knot of disaffected 
spirits did their best, in public at least, J 
keep a stiff upper lip. The arrival of Sen 
tor Adams and Representative Rook in the’ 
afternoon seemed to inspire them with ad- 
ditional courage. Rankin was again re- 
ported as weakening the other way, and Ike 
Morrison was momentarily expected to turn 
up and the combination. When he did 
arrive the kickers seemed to derive very 
little consolation from him. Ike remarked 
that he was a Republican, and over in the 
neighborhood of Jacksonville Republicans 
were not in the habit of bolting. Another little 
circumstance gave the bolters no little un- 
easiness. Mike McDonald, Joe Mackin, and 
Mattie Gilday, backed up by the Cook County 
Democracy, and intent on securing the empty 
compliment of the Democratic caucus nomi- 
nation for Carter Harrison, made no secret 
of their combined hope and belief that if the 
next Senator were a Republican his name 
would be Shelby M. Cullom. Such talk as 
this only added fuel to the flame, and served 
to confirm the suspicion that enough Demo- 
crats might be providentially or otherwise 
away from the House tomorrow to 
render nugatory anything the bolt 

coterie might do. Notwithstandin 
ail this, the kickers conchided to go ahe 
with their evening caucus, and Parish, who 
seemed to carry the bolton his broad but 
youthful shoulders, mysteriously whispered 
into the confederates’ears the hour ana place 
of meeting. Charlie Fuller surrendered to 
the blandishments of John Southworth, of 
McHenry, who ran Dick Oglesby's cam- 
paign last week, and whose sole object seems 
to be to beat Cullom. in the alleged hope of 
clearing the way for Charlie Farwell. The 
news ofthe approaching caucus only served 
to stir up further rumorsot every conceiva- 
ble sort, and the non-bolting element quietly 
waited for the evening’s outcome. 
PROHIBITION. 

In the meantime the two Houses held a 5- 
o’clock session and adjourned until tomor- 
row morning. The only noteworthy incident 
occurred in the House, where Mr. Mitchell 
urged thereto oy his constituents, introduced 
the first prohibition offering of the session. 
It came from certain citizens of Chenoa, and 
cheekily asked the Legislature to sub- 
mit a prohibition amendment at the general 
election of 1884. The License Committee will 
sit on it when appointed. 

Three caucuses ran tonight—the straight 
Republican, the kickers. and the Democrats. 
The first was merely formal, however, and 
simply called to provide the machinery for 
tomorrow’s work in the House. Messrs. 
Mitchell, Black, and Pearson, of Madison, 
were appointed a committed to select the 
members to make the nominating speeches. 
Dave Little will present Gov. Cullom’s name 
on the floor of the House, and an effort is 
making to induce Charles Fuller to second 
the nomination. Up to date, however, it has 
not met with any promises of success, Sen- 
ator Mason, of Cook, will present Gov. Cul- 
lom’s name in the Senate. 

DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 

The Democrats held their joint caucus in 
the Supreme Court room at 9 o’clock, to de- 
cide which one of the host of Bourbon states- 
men aspiring to that empty honor should be 
complimented by receiving the votes of the 
party when the Republicans elect a United 
States Senator. In thislabor of love they 
enjoyed the valuable assistance of several 
leading lights of the party. Carter Harri- 
son’s boom being in the bands of such faith- 
ful followers as Michael Cassius McDonald, 
Joseph Chesterfield Mackin, Matthew J. Gil- 
day, James cCausland, H. 
Winston, ana Gus Harrington, Senator 
Laning presided, and a count of noses 
showed one Senator absent—Archer—and six 
members of the House, though several of 
these were in the city. It was stated that 
Crafts, of Cook, had a child at the point of 
death, and it was extremely doubtful whether 
he would return here for several days.

STEAMBOAT BOILERS. 
GEN. DUMONT STILL BROODING OVER SEC- 
RETARY CHANDLER’S PROPOSAL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 15.—[Special.}— 
Supervising-Inspector-General Dumont, of 
the Steamboat Inspection Service, gave THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent today his views on 
the proposed transfer of his bureau to the 
Navy Department, as recommended by Sec- 
retary Chandler: When the Navy Depart- 
ment officers can show the same experience 
in inspecting vessels and their boilers that 
officers now in the Treasury service can, 
then it may be time to consider the question,” 
said the General. “I have received reports 
from every Supervising-Inspector, which 
show remarkable facts. There are thirty- 
seven local inspectors of boilers. ‘These offi- 
cers cannot be equaled by the same number 
of engineers in the navy, The whole num- 
per of boilers inspected annually is 61,708, 
Adding the term of these men’s service to- 
— — gives a total experince as engineers, 

ilermakers, and machinists of 872 years. 
The average number of boilers inspected by 
each inspector is 1,667. Their average term 
of office is nine years and three months. The 
average number of years’ experience in 
their profession previous to present appoint- 
ment is twenty-three ears and seven 
months. What naval 0 r could ap- 
proach this? They have had no vari- 
ety of experience; few, 1 believe, 
are familiar with more than the four or five 
boilers they happened to have charge of in 
their different voyages. They have an ex- 
cellent theoretical training at Government 
expense, but of what account are theories 
compared with years of practical tontact and 
experience such as the inspectors have? Of 
the boilers inspected only one out of every 
thousand met with accident and perhaps 
loss of life. If the figures 1 have given you 
are compared with the statistics previous 
1849, when there were no steam- 
boat laws, the immense benefit 
and §jareat perfection of the present 
service will be seen. Betore that year there 
were 1,656 steamers running on Western 
rivers. Outof this number 168 were de- 
stroyed by the explosion of boilers alone. 
This, you see, wasa large percentage 
made travel by steamboat in those * a 
very dangerous experiment. The laws 
enacted have been administered under the 
direction of the Treasury Department, and 
have reduced the proportion of accidents to 
a mere fraction. Congress will see, withont 
any doubt, that a change could not be an im- 
provement, and itis my opinion that none 
will ever be made.”’ °

NOTES. 
SIGNALS ON RIVERS. 

Wasnincton, D. C., Jan. 15.—[Special.|— 
The annual meeting of the Supervising In- 
spectors of Steamboats will be held on 
Wednesday. The most important matter to 
be considered is the change of pilot rules in 
Western rivers. These rules were changed 
by a majority vote on account of an accident 
which was said to have been caused by the old 
way of signaling.

As to the objection to the jurisdiction of the 
court the Judge says: As the piaintiff, who is 
a resident of Inuiskillen, Ireland, was person- 
ally qualified to bring the suit, the jurisdiction 
is not defeated by the joinder of one Kelly, a 
citizen of New York, as plaintiff, since that did 
not in a jurisdictional seuse make bima plaintiff. 
He acguired thereby no control over the suit, 
Grabam still remaining the real plaintiff domi- 
nis litis. The decree is that the demurrer for 
want of jurisdiction must be overruled, and 
that r. want of equity and laches must be sus- 
tained,” 


An Emphatic Denial by Mr. Ackerman. 

New York, Jan. 15.—[{Special.]—Wiliiam K. 
Ackerman, President of the Llinois Central 
Railroad Company, arrived in this city today to 
attend to the ordinary business which comes 
monthly before the Board of Directors. Mr. 
Ackerman said with reference to the newspaper 
reports that Mr. Vanderbiit had been buying 
Illinois Central stock in order to secure its con- 
trol: “Tbe story is the veriest nonsense. I 
suppose it wes started by somebody wbo wanted 
to ‘bull’ tne stock. It first appeared in a 
Western paper that is wont to publish sensa- 
tional railroad news that has no foundation, and 
thence was copied or put into a new shape in 
some new papers. 

“The pretext for the alleged purchase is the 
desire to save the rental of the Illinois Central 
tracks into Chicago by the Michigan Central and 
the Nickel-Flate, said the reporter. 

Mr. Ackerman smiled. “ihe Michigan Cen- 
tral,”’ he saia, uses one line from a point about 
fourteen miles from Chicago. ‘The company pays 
a rental proportionate to the tonnage sent over 
the line. The rental is very small. There has 
been no request fora change in the arrange- 
ment, and the whole story has no foundation in 
fact. The Nickel-Piate Road uses our line for 
about dine miles from Chicago. Our arrange- 
ment with itis similar to the Michigan Centra! 
arrangement. I think the Lake Shore crosscs 
the Nickel-Piate, so that the latter could obtain 
ready access to Chicago over the former. At 
any rate, by the coustrucuon of about a wile of 
road, the Nickel-Piate could connect with the 
Lake Shore.“ In conclusion, Mr. Ackerman ro- 
ferred to the publisbed story with au emphatic 
expression of disgust. 


Vaanderbiit’s Proposed Road Through 
the Pennsyivania Coal Regions to Be 
‘Paralicied by the Pennsyivania. 

The sc.owme of Vanderbilt to buiid a line par- 
allei with the Penasyivania Line through the 
Pennsylvania coai regions has stirred up the 
Pennsylvania people, and the Pennsylvania is 
now moving to cover the territory which Van- 
derbilt means to invade with another line. The 
Philadelphia Press of last Friday has the follow- 


ing regarding this matter: 

“That there will be two railroads built up 
Beech Creek is about as certain as anytbing can 
be. On Tuesday, Dec. 26, an agreement was en- 
tered into between the Williamsport & Cleartieid 
Railroad and the Pennsylvania Kailroad, under 
which the former company will enter at once 
upon the construction of a rallroad from the 
mouth of Beech Creek to Boow Shoe. The 
charter of the Williamsport & Clearfield 
Company authorizes the building of a 
road from Wimamsport to Clearteld Town, 
and it is stated they propose after the 
coustruction of the road to Snow Shoe to con- 
tinue across the Summit to Clearfield. The con- 
tract has already been awarded to strong parties 
in New York tor building the road from u 
Creek to Snow Shoe, and work will commence at 
ouce, as it is expected to complete the road 80 
as to connect with the Bald Eagle Valley at 
Beech Creek by the Ist of next August. The 


rails have been purchased, and will be forward- 


ed as soon as possible. The price of tron is now 
lower than for some time past, and the compuny 
conciuded to take advantage of it. An offer was 
made a few days ago to parties for furnishing 
the rails, and it was accepted. Some active 
demonstrations may be looked for witbina very 
few weeks, and it is not improbable that two 
new railroads will traverse the country between 
Beech Creek and Cleartieid within the next year. 
The officersof the Williamsport & Clearfield 
Company are New York men of large means, 
and have the contidence of capitalists, and with 
the backing of the Pennsylvania Railroad wiil 
push things from the start. 

It is said in Harrisburg that the South Penn- 
syivania Railroad, commonly known as Vander- 
bilt’s line, will ask our Legisiature for an im- 
portant privilege. The old charter under which 
the right of way was given to tha Duncannon & 
Broad-Top Railroad gives sixty-eight feet right 
of way, while the new law gives only sixty feet. 
The charter prescribes that the route shall be 
through Sherman’s Valicy, and Vanderbilt 
wants the sborter line through the Cumberland 
Valley. As nearly as can be learned, he will try 
to get an act passed allowing him to retain bis 
oid charter riguts and change his route from 
Sherman's to Cumberland Valley, or perbaps to 
build lines to both valleys so as to secure the ad- 
vantages of both.”

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 15.—[Special.]—The 
Journal in the morning will contam reports of 
interviews with a number of prominent railroad 
managers upon the pending bill in the Indiana 
Legisiature providmg for the appointment of a 
State Railroad Commission. Only two of them 
oppose it.

The Sioux City & Pacific and the North<- 
Western. 

The Sioux City Journal says: “The talk of 
the transfer ot the Sioux City & Pacific Road to 
the Northwestern is renewed now and then, but 
stil no transfer is made. Thereseemsto be no 
occasion for such a transfer, though it may 
come in time. The owners of the road compose 
substantially the same company as now owns 
the roadbed between Cedar Rapids and 
Missouri Valley. On this roadbed the North- 
western pays a rental based on the earnings. So 
the Sioux City and Pacitic Company is interested 
in bringing all the business it can to the com- 
pany ene nage this roadbed. The Sioux 
City & Pacific, for instance, could not afford 
to receive Chicago freight from the Llinois 
Central and turn it over to the Union Pacific 
at Fremont. That would cut on the dus 
ness of the Northwestern, and what cut on the 
Nortbwestera would cut on the revenue from 
the roadbed. Now the Nebraska Division of 
the company does uot pay—of itself. Doubtiess 
it does pay in the increased business brought to 
the Northwestern and 8 increased 
revenue from the roadbed. ith such a unity 
of interests it is not plain to see what the Nortu- 
py cach would gain by absorbing the Sioux City 
& Pacific. even if it could doso. If it owned the 
track it could not hanale it to bring more busi- 
ness to the Northwestern main line than now. 
Tne Sioux City & Pacitic is in a position to com- 
mand its share of the Black Hille business the 
coming season, and, more important, will get 
most of the cattle business between the Platte 
and the Cheyenne. The track is likely to rest at 
Fort Niovrara this season while the bridge at 
Blair goes in. If the business has no backset 
the season following something will be done to- 
ward extending toward the Black Hilis or to- 


ward Wyoming, or both.

Report of the Massachusetts Bailroad 
Commissioners. 

Boston, Jan, 15.— [Special.] — The fourteenth 
annual report of the Massachusetts Railroad 
Commissioners was made public today. The 
railroads in the State have now a length of al- 
most 2,000 miles, not counting doubie tracks and 
sidings. ith these the total length is 3,257 
miles, but the Commissioners report on many 
corporations whose track reaches beyond the 
limits of Massachusetts. These corporations 
employ 27,403 persons—that is tosay, very nearly 
ten people per average mie of main 
track, or six peopie per average 
mile of track. “For the first time in our 
railroad history the income of these roads from 
passengers is larger than that from freight, but 
the difference is very slight, being but $401.80 in 
un total of more than 839,000. 000. In the income 
from passengers the local busimess, as usual. far 
outweighs the through business, while iocal 
and through freights yield about the same in- 
come, though in bulk the through business 
greatiy surpasses the local freiguts.“ The aver- 
uge fare per passenger per mile was two cents: 
the average freight per ton per mile from 1.07 
cents to J.04 cents.

Destruction of the Chicago Smelting & 
Reining Company’s Works — Loss, 
$70,000, 

The works of the Chicago Smelting & Re- 
fining Company, situated at the corner of 
Ciark and Fortieth streets, were consumed 
by fire early yesterday morning. The alarm 
was turned in from Box No. 234, at the cor- 
ner of State and Thirtyuinth streets, and 
the department responded, but owing to lack 
of water all efforts to save the building were 
fruitless. Two shifts of men are employed 
by the company, and the fire occurred a 
short time before changing them, there 
being but three of the men on the 
ground, Some valuable furniture, such as 
scales for weighing metals, might have been

ELECTION OF SENATOR IN ILLINOIS. 

Prior to the Republican legislative caucus 
which on Thursday last nominated Shelby 
M. Cullom as the Republican candidate to be 
voted for today by the Republican members 
of the Legislature for United States Senator 
there was a discussion before one branch 
of the Legislature of the question of the eligi- 
bility of a person holding the office of Gov- 
ernor to be elected to the office of Senator. 
After this discussion the caucus nominated 
Gov. Cullom, and now there are strong ex- 
pressions by persons who participated in 
that caucus of an unwiilingness on their 
part to vote for the caucus nominee. 

The objection rests on these grounds:

which he shall have been elected.” 

2. That the members of the General Assembly 
have all sworn to obey the Constitution of the 
State of IMinois. 

. That no member of the General Assembly 
can, without violating the Constitution of the 
State ard bis oath, vote to elect Gov. Cullom to 
the office uf Senator of the United States. 
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jectors ‘privately confess that they know 
| there is no substance in the State consti 


tu- 


tional argument, bat say that it is impolitic 
for the Legislature to elect aman Senator 
who holds the office of Governor, and thus 
encourage all other persons elected Governor 
in the use of the patronage of that office to 
promote themselves to another office. 

Io this itis only necessary to reply that 
on a question of policy it has been the unl- 
form custom and practice of both parties in 
the State to take the sense of the party in 
cancus, and that so universal has been that 
rule that no Republican member of the Illinois 
Legislature has ever been known to attend a 
party caucus and after taking part therein to 
refuse afterwards to support its candidate or 
its action. No member of the Legislature 
who took part in the Republican caucus of 
last Thursday, and voted therein, and was 
outvoted by the majority, can now. without 
personal dishonor and party perfidy, ona 
mere question of “policy,” bolt the caugus 
nominee and refuse to be bound by its action. 
He should have either kept out of the caucus 
altogether, or, having attended it, should 
now keep silent and abide by its action. Let 
him now promptly concede his vote to the 
candidate nominated, just as he would de- 
mand the support of others had the caucus 
nominated the candidate of his first choice. 
Bad faith is dishonesty, and no honorable

We simply print those instances which have 
been well authenticated, and Mayor Harri- 
son cannot dispose of them by the assertion 
that there have been no robberies, nor can 
he dispose of them by blackguarding Tun 
Curcaco TrisunE, nor can he deceive the 
people of Chicago with cheap wit and silly 
stories, There are too many victims lying in 
beds of suffering at home orin the hospital 
from the brutal assaults of these thugs for 
the people to bear his buffoonery with any 
degree of patience. If he does not know 
that citizens of Chicago by scores have been 
waylaid and robbed within the last six weeks 
he is unfitted by ignorance to hold the Mayor’s 
office a day longer. If he does know it, he 

is not honest when he denies it at a banquet, 

and is equally disqualified. If heis afraid 

to meddle with this class of his partisan 
friends and supporters for fear of injuring 
the saloons and their patrons, who are his 
backers, then he is too much ofa demagog 
to hold office in an honést community. Least 
of all can he blind the eyes of law-abiding 
men ‘by playing the harlequin or by his low 
flings at Tne Cutcaco Tamoxn, which has 
exposed the immunity granted to these out- 
laws and which holds him largely responsi- 
ble for it.

REVENUE VERSUS TRIBUTE. 

David A. Wells has prepared for reventte re- 
formers a strong argument against the aboli- 
tion of the 110 millions of internal revenue 
derived from the two luxuries tobacco and 
whisky. The idea of abolishing these sources 
of revenue is an ultra-protectionist (sic) one, 
and has the siuister purpose of defeating all 
reform of the monopoly features of the 
tariff. 

Tarif revenue is capricious. It rises and 
falls almost unaccountably. Internal taxes 
—especially on such vices as liquor and 
tobacco—yield a steady stream of re- 
enue. The Pennsylvania plan is to throw 
away the reliable and trust to the unreliable. 
The taxes on whisky and tobacco are espe- 
cially stable. The customs receipts fell 
from $206,270,408 in 1871 to $130,170,680 in 
1880. In the same period the receipts from 
tobacco increased from $33,578,907 to $40,091,- 
754, and did not go below $33,249,875. The 
tax on spirits was not less productive and 
regular. It Was $46,281,848 in 1871 and $50,- 
420,816 in 1878, and did not in any year fall 
below the figures of 1871. Between the years 
1871 and 1879 the receipts ot all the internal- 
revenue taxes, omitting those that have been 
abolished, has never risen above $120,000,000 
or fallen below $100,000,000, 

If the Pennsylvania plan is adopted all 
tariff reform comes to an end. Whisky and 
tobacco together produce $110,000,000 a year. 
The surplus revenue for 1881 was $100,000,000, 
That for 1883 is not likely to be larger, if as 
large. Customs and internal-revenue receipts 
are both declining on account of the uncer- 
tainties of legislation and business. The 
enormous pension payments will eat into the 
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successor. 4 

This is the state of things whieh has sug- 
gested the bill introduced by Senator Ingalls, 
which provides: (1) That whenever two 
heads of departments shall state in writing 
to the Chief-Justice of the Supreme Court 
that the President is unable to discharge the 
duties and powers of his office the Chief-J us- 
tice shall convene the court, which shall hear 
evidence, determine the question of alleged 
inability summarily, and certify their de- 
cision to the Vice-President; if the alleged 
inability of the President be affirmed by the 
Supreme Court, the Vice-President shall 
thereupon assume the office and proceed to 
discharge the duties thereof. (2) That the 
same steps shall be taken for the removal of 
the inability and the restoration of the office 
to the President. The defect of the bill, as 
reported, seems to be that its terms are not 
extended to every person, whether Vice- 
President or Cabinet officer, who may be act- 
ing as President. 

It would seem to be much more prudent 
to adopt the measure proposed by Senator 
Ingalls than to leave the question of inability 
open to doubt, confusion, or intrigue when- 
ever it shall arise. There is not much rea- 
son to apprehend trouble or unfairness from 
the proceeding recommended by Senator In- 
galls. The Supreme Court is hedged about 
with a degree of independence and im- 
partiality which comes from life-tenure of 
office, the highest judicial responsibility and 
popular confidence—conditions which are 
pretty sure to keepit honestin an emergency 
affecting the right and title of the Presi- 
dential office, Certainly that tribunal may 
be trusted better than a Vice-President, or 
one next in succession, whose personal am- 
bition and interests are involved. The oc- 
cupant of the office is further protected 
against intrigue by the provision that the 
measure looking towards a declaration of in- 
ability must originate with two members of- 
the Cabinet he has himself selected. The 


‘Dill proposed by Senator Ingalls ought to re- 


ceive early consideration, and some such 

measure should be passed at the present ses- 

sion of Congress along with the bill fixing 

the line of succession in the Cabinet officers.

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COSTLY STATE CHARITIES. 

In the message of Gov. B. F. Butler, of Mas- 
sachusetts, he made some observations upon 
the ever-growing cost of the State charities, 
a cost which, he said, was disproportionate 
to the work of the charity itselt. This State 
has already in operation a magnificent sys- 
tem of costly charities, which serve as 3 
text for biennial and even annual glorifica- 
tion by boards and other official bodies. The 
Governor of Massachusetis makes some ob- 
servations on their management, especially 
by boards, that may be suggestive to the Leg- 
islature of Illinois, if not of reforms needed, 
at least of evils to be avoided. Here is what 
he said, omitting his severe strictures on the 
bad management in that State of nearly all 
the State charities: 

I have not been able to obtain in time all the 
actual expenditures of these institutions for tne 


last year, and therefore take the 1 — 
passed he late Legisiature for cheir current 
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for ascertaining the intentions of Germans 
who return to their native country after be- 
coming citizens of the United States.

Senator Don CAMERON rarely attempts 
to make a speech; he is one of those prac- 
tical politicians whose actions speak louder 
than words. But his recent utterances in 
the Fitz John Porter case indicate that (to 
use an ancient Hibernicism) whenever he 
opens his mouth he is likely to put his foot 
init. He espoused the cause of Porter ap- 
parentiy for no better reason than because 
Gen. Grant had done so. Had he contented 
himself with voting for the Porter relief 
bill criticism of his conduct would neces- 
sarily have been general. But he undertook 
to sustain Porter by slandering the dead 
Thomas. He made a apeech in which he de- 
clared that as late as April, 1861, Thomas was 
wavering in his loyaity, uncertain whether 
te go with his native State or remain true 
to his oath and his country, and that 
it was Porter who persuaded him to 
declare for the Union. If this story 
were true it would furnish no excuse 
for Porter’s subsequent treachery, but it 
turns out to have been an unwarranted and 
gratuitous assault upon the memory of one of 
the most renowned and beloved of the Union 
Generals. Testimony is furnished from a 
variety of trustworthy sources that Gen. 
Thomas never swerved in his loyalty, and 
that he gave evidence of his intentions as 
early as December, 1860, when he came on to 
Washington from Texas and reported the 
intended treachery of Twiggs. Garfield, 
Gen. Sherman, Gen. Hartsuff, several aids 
and associates of Thomas, and the resolutions 
of Congress are quoted to show that there is 
no basis of truth in Cameron’s story so far 
as it pretends to fix the turning-point of 
Thomas’.loyalty and credit it to Porter. This 
outrageous slander upon Thomas will not 
assist the Confederate project to restore 
Porter to the United States army, nor help 
Cameron to regain the confidence of the peo- 
ple of his own State.

Loxvpo Truth: A distinguished writer 
in the current number of Blackwood takes 
the liberty to throw a little light on the army 
and on its General. He says that the aver- 
age length of service of the men com- 
posing the regimeats was far over three years; 
that even these comparatively séasoned 
troops were liable to panic, for “A distin- 
guished officer, being mistaken for an Huyp- 
tian, routed an entire company”; that not only 
were houses broken into rigbt and left in A.

Literally, it costs more to feed and lodge 
the officers and employés of these charities 
and their families and to pay their salaries 
than it does to maintain the inmates.

If for 
no other reason than to show that our mag- 
nificent system of charities is not conducted 
on the Massachusetts plan, and is not, 
like the charities of that State, entertaining 
angels unaware, it would be well for 
our State Board of Charities to make a spe- 
cial report to the Legislature, if the regular 
report does not do so, stating the number 
and occupation of al) the inmates ofall the 
public institations, salaried or not salaried, 
boarded at the cost of the State, and when 
salaried the amount of salary and the nature 
of employment. In fact, the report should 
in detail clearly and frankly state the real 
cost of each charity, and state explicitly, 
if it cost more to support the officers than 
it does the inmates, the reasons therefor.

PRESIDENTIAL INABILITY.

The bill recently passed by the United 
States Senate lodging the succession to the 
Presidency in the Cabinet does not define 
the “inability ’ mentioned by the Constitu- 
tion nor provide any means for ascertaining 
when such inability exists, As the law now 
stands, or as it would be if the recent Senate 
bill should become the law, it is a matter of 
doubt who is competent to determine the 
inability which would give the right of sue- 
cession. It is contended by many of the con- 
stitutional lawyers that the Vice-President is 
the sole judge of the inability of the Presi- 
dent which entitles him to assume the duties 
of the office; by a parity of reasoning the 
Secretary of State, if entitled to the suc- 
cession, would be the sole judge of the ina- 
bility of the Vice-President when the latter 
had become President in regular succession, 
This is certainly a loose and dangerous way 
of determining the question, and it exposes 
the office of President to the machinations of 
a conspiracy whenever there is the smallest 
pretext for treating the occupant of that 
office as incapable under the terms of the 
Constitation to discharge the duties of Presi- 
dent. 

The case of the late President Garfield 
may be cited by way of illustration. He was 
prostrated for several weeks, and, as subse- 
quent evidence proved, was utterly incapaci- 
tated from a personal administration of his 
office. This condition might have been ex-

SAFETY OF LIFE IN HALLS AND THEATRES. 


Aid. Goehegan handed in the following, which

Sec. 1. Be dt ordained, eic., Every theatre, 
opera-house, hall, church, or other building in- 
tended to be used for public assemblages shall 
be deemed a public hall within the meaning of 
this ordinance. N 

Sec. 2. All egress openings in public halle shall 
bear the word “exit’’ conspicuously placed over 
them, and shall otherwise conform to the re- 
quirements of Sec. 1.000 of the revised ordi- 
nauces. aisles or ways in such 
balis shali at all times be kept unobstructed. 
Camp-stovois, chairs, or other seats shail in no 
cuse be placed in such aisies or es. 

Sec. & The term theatre shall. for all pur- 
poses of this ordinance, include all public halis 
containing movable scenery or ned scenery 
which is not made of metal, plaster, or other in- 
combustible material. All materiais used for 
scenery shall be coated with such paint, washes, 
etc., as will make it as far as possible incom- 
bustible. 

Sec. 4. All theatres or other places of public 
amusement darm a seating capacity of over 
500 persons, having a platform or stage, and 
which use drop-curtains or shifting sceuery, 
shall have a suitable ventilator placed upon the 
roof, and opening to the space above the stage: 
such ventilator to be arranged with valves or 
shutters that can be reudily opeued in cases of 
tire. so that a current of air will pass over the 
stage, and dutward through such ventilator. 
Any other contrivance baving the same effect 
and approved by the Superintendent of Buiid- 
ings may be used instead of the ventilator above 
described. All such builidings to have a water 
stand-pipe apd water-piug, to be placed in or on | 
the stage or platform, or in its immediate vicin- 
ity. which shall be cofinected with the water- 
pipes or street mains of the city, and shall be 
put in under the direction of the Fire-Marshai 
or Superintendent of Buildings, and to their 
satisfaction. Hose sball be attached to such 
stand-pipe of such size as may be directed by 
suid Marshal, tobave a nozzle and stop-cock 
attached thereto; such hose shall be of suilicient 
length to extend to the farthest limits of such 
building or place of amusement, and sball at all 
times be keptin good order and repair, tilled 
with water under pressure, and ready fur imme- 
diate use. g 

SEG. 5. All public halls with accommodations 
for 1,000 or more persons shall have at least one 
standpipe in the street or alley outside of the 
building from ground to roof, with loose attach- 
ments, close to a window or door at each floor 
or gallery. Sach hall shall also be provided 
with a flre-alarm telegraph apparatus con- 
nected by the necessary wires with the head- 
quarters of the city fire-alarm telegraph, or such 
otber place or press as the Fire-Marsbal shall 
direct. It shall be the duty of all owners, 
agents, lessees, and occupants of such public 
balis to provide such fire-extinguisbing appara- 
tus at such points about the building hs the 
Fire- Marshal shail direct. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the owner, 
agent, lessee, or occupant of any theatre with 
accommodations for 1,000 or more persons to 
empioy one or more competent, cxperienced 
tiremen, . by the Fire- Marshal, to be on 
duty at such theatre during the whole time it is 
open to the public. Such fireman sbali report 
to and be subject to the orders of the Fire-Mar- 
shail, shall be in uniform,.and shall see that all 
fire apparatus required is in its proper piace, 
and in an efficient and ready working order. 

Sec. 7. The ticense for such pubiic hall shall 
State the number of persons it has accommoda- 
tions for, and no more thay that number shall 
be allowed to enter such hall at any one time.

Press As- 
sociation and increased its membership, or en- 
deavored so to do, at teast, by sending through 
the mails several thousand circulars addressed 
to those who wish to become ageats of the con- 
cern, setting forth in giowing terms the advan- 
tages of suca a connection. Last evening one 
of these “ agents’ slipped into the telegraph 
office at this piace and handed the operator a 
special of WO words addressed to the 
Mutual Press Association of Cmecinnati. The 
operator rot used to receive the special without 
payment bog made in advance, and appealed 
to Tne TRIBUNE correspondent fur advice. Tho 
agent of the bogus concern at Cincinnati was 
asked to show bis credentials. He did s. They 
consisted of a card to the general public, printed 
in good style. giving said agent authority to act 
for the Mutual Press Association, and requesting 
the usual courtesies extended to the press be 
given dim.

What Shall Be Done with Our Boys ?— 
An Interesting Paper by the Bev. Mr. 
Bestor. 

At the conference of Baptist ministers at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel, the Rev. Mr. Nortbrup 
opened with prayer. The Rev. O. P. Bestor, of 
Pullman, read a paper on Tie Attitude of 
Young Men to the Church.“ Every pastor,” 
he dad. “ is painfully impressed that the pres- 
ent attitude of young men as a class is unfriend- 
ly to the truth be presents, and the body to 
whom de ministers and for whom he labors, 
which in most instances assumes the form of 
scornful indifference to the claims of truth pre- 
sented from the pulpit.” In far too many 
professediy religious Christian families 
there is no religious instruction of 
the children, in utter violation of 
the explicit command of God; there is no Sab- 
bath in any true sense of the term, and no 
Christian literature, and not even the shadow of 
@ family altar. Some people thought they had 
done their duty when they took their children to 
be dedicated to God, and only looked afterward 
to their amusement. Mr. Bestor endeavored to 
impress the necessity of family worship. While. 
he believed in the Sunday-school with alf his 
heart, de thought in it were defects which per- 
niciousiy influenced the minds of the youth. 
“ The boy is often made to feel that the Sunday- 
school is his church,” said he, while the preach- 
ing service is pieasant weather, and the 
dull business seuson is his — 
church. He goes to 0 unday- 
school while mother tnishes up der house- 
bold dutics and father dozes or peruses the 
morning paper, and returns to imitate their ex- 
ample or spend bis time as he pieases while the 
father and mother attend their church.” He 
learns to apply the same rules of criticism to 
the teaching t be hears applied to the preach- 
ing. Young men gained the impression that no 
one cared for them particularily, or that the 
Bible was inecapabie of furnishing principies 
for the government of practical life, sc they 
turned away trom their church, and, having no 
other, through neglect of attendance upon the 
preaching service, they took their degree 
and went out into the .world. with 
only bad notions of the religion 
believed and taught by the Christian Church. 
Under detracting influences the young man’s 
mind was so preoccupied with faise ideas and 
prejudices that poor material was found to 
mold into harmony with the church and utilize 
for the development and effectiveness of Chris- 
tian truth. 

The church in general was blamed for not 
exerting a more potent influence upon young 
men, and the pulpit was in particular accusea 
of having lost its hold, when the truth was the 
church in geveral and the * in particular 
had not had a fair chance, the latter having 
no hold to lose, “and it must indeed 
be a divinely appointed instrument to 
be able to get any hold at all upon 
minds weakened by excessive indulgences, im- 
aginations influenced by evil books, scenes, and 
associates, affections stained by impure objec ts, 
ana hearts corrupted by unholy habits.” 
“Somehow young men have come to think, 
owing to the very infilnences we have men- 
tioned, that piety, as taught, and enforced, and 
iliustrated by the Obristian Church, is incon- 
sistent with true maniiness.”’ 

In order to wield a stronger influence over 

ung men, a greater permanency in the - 
torate must be secu ; the church must sbow 
by precept and exampie the barmony between 
the essential elements of church cburacter 
and those of true and noble manhood. The 
case of young men was not wmateriaily 
different from other men, Only youth ts the 
critical period of life.

CAUSTIC COMMENTS. 

_ SUPPRESSING HEALTH STATISTICS, 

New York, Jau. . 4.—|Special.}—The 
World, in an editorial says: The Health De- 
partment of Chigago, like Andrew Johnson, 
has a policy, and this policy is to suppress 
about four-fifths of the new cases of small- 
pox from day to day and to give 
the true statement only at the 
end of the year. For the purposes of the 
Board of Health this is apparently a Sa- 
gacious policy, since it prevents a panic and 
all the dire results of a panic; but, after all. 
it really looks a deal like an 
illustration of Gen. F. A. Walker’s noble 
theory of education, according to which 
a boy had better grow up with loose notions 
about the addition of a column of figures 
than without a clear conception of pumps. 
Dr. De Wolf, whe seems to belong to the 
Chicago Health Department, entertains 
opinions not irreconcilable with his name as 
to the value of a constant supply of small- 
pox in a large —9 

“It is a good thing in some neighbor 
hoods,” he said, “to have a few cases of 
small-pox. It keeps the people alive to tue 
necessity of vaccination.” This curious 
property, inherent in smallpox; of 
keeping people alive to anything 
but their latter end, would seein 
to be a discovery of Dr. De Wolf, if it de not 
aspecimen.of unconscious humor, and it 
suggests the propriety of trying the effect of 
a few other deadly diseases by wae, 6 
preserving Ohicago life. Dr. De olf 
could hardly be better employed than 
in disseminating the plague, the typhus, the 
yellow-fever, and whatever else is most de- 
structive, while the health department in 
general gets up statistics for Gen. Walker’s 
next publication. 


JERSEY BANKS. 
| GOING OVER THE BOOKS. 

New York, Jan. 15.—[Special.]—Wash- 
ington B. Williams, Receiver of the wrecked 
City Bank of Jersey City, has sufficiently ad- 
vanced in his investigation of its affairs to 
make it absolutely certain that the collapse 
of the institution was the result of a system- 
atic plan of robbery. No other languagecan 
accurately describe the methods by which the 
bank’s capital, assets, and deposits were ab- 
sorbed and its treasury depleted. Cashier 
Shaw’s statement, published on Jan. 3, 
represents the amount due depositors to be 
$60,649. This statement is verified by the en- 
tries in the general ledger, but when the in- 
dividual ledger account was examined by 
the Receiver the total amount of deposits was 
found to be $168,582, 

THE ASSETS. 

The only assets that the Receiver has been 
able to find after a most diligent and careful 
search are 51.00 in eash in the safe, the fur 
niture and fixtures, which are estimated 
to worth $500, overdrafts 
of depositors which can probably be 
collected, $3,829; and the collectible balance 
of the unpaid capital stock, which is esti- 
mated at $25,000, making the total $30,529. 
These  figu which are considered 
trustworthy. make the deticiency 
$138,053, , books show, so far 
as they have been examined, that of this sum 
the officers of the bank appropriated $97,648, 
giving as security their unindorsea person 
notes, and occasionally their checks. 

HOW THE WORK WAS DONE. 

It is expected that a complete examination 
of the books will demonstrate the fact that 
the remainder of the deficiency resulted 
from overdrafts of the bank officers and loans 
made to themselves without security of any 
kind. The Receiver has found that on 
the very day ef the collapse, Jan. 
9. President Boice and Cashier Shaw divided 
all the money in the safe Letween them with 
the exception of $1,200, whith they seem to 
have overlooked in some ubaccountable 
manner. Boice drew $3,312 and Shaw 
$3,512, and each put in his 
check to show where the money had gone. 
Neither of them had a dollar in the bank to

his credit at the time. It is estimated that 


Boice’s overdrafts: amount to „000, 
Shaw’s to about $30,000, and those of 
John L. Beach, the bookkeeper, to 
about $8,000. When any one of them wanted 
money he drew a check and Shaw cashed it. 
Sometimes they discounted their own notes. 
A note of Boiee’s of $17,000 and one of 
Shaw’s for $14,000 were found among the 
loans and discounts.

The sailors were all 
frozen, and only the Captain and mate were 
left to ‘do the work.

The annual re of the Chief Inspector of 
Fiaxseed, just suomltted to the Board of Trade, 
gives a very satisfactory account of the busi- 
ness of that department during last year. The 
grading and warebouse rules, the latter adopted 
about the time the new crop of 1888 began to 
come in. are represented as working admirably, 
having been thus far satisfactory to the original 
shipper, the Chloago buyer, the warehouse men, 
and the purchaser at the East. The present 
warehouse system is, in brief, to receive and 
store in common according to grade, but re- 
gardiesas of percentage of impurity, and issue 
not receipts therefor, the persons storing pay- 
ing or receiving the difference between the 
test of receipts surrendered and the certi- 
ned agalysis of the cargo or lot delivered by vir- 
tue of such surrender. There were tuspected 
into store during the year of the crops of 1881 
and 1882 a total of 5,040,023 bu, with an aggregate 
of impurities for the year of 320.435 bu. The 
shipments were 4,203,645 bu, in which impurities 
agaregating 237,357 bu were found. The vari- 
ance in per cent by impurity between receipts 
and shipments is accounted for by the practice 
in many casesof cleaning prior to shipment far- 
ther east. A limited quantity of flaxseed tas 
been received and shipped which tas not passed 
through the Inspector's bands. Special atten- 
tion is called to the subject of impurities in this 
class of seed, the statement being made that 645 
car-loads of foreign matter was received during 
the year 1882, on whivh $60,000 freight was paid, 
to say nothing of tee storage, commissions, and 
other expenses. The inspector hopes that this 
fact, brought out by the rigid system of inspec- 
tion now in fore, will be a sufficient hint to 
growers to use nothing but pure seed in plant - 
ing. The Inspector claims that such bas been 
the success wbich has attended his labors that 
the decision of bis department bas been rarely 
questioned, and that Chicago inspection is the 
standard of the United States,

Exposed. 

New York, Jan. 10.—[To the Editor.}— 
The last ingenious snare laid by the prutee- 
tionists is the ‘captivating proposal to abolish 
the whole internal-revenue system of taxa- 
tion. This proposition bas great attractions 
fora large class ot voters, most of whom 


would naturally be on the side of free trade 


or a strictly revenue tariff, Kentueky and 


| Virginia‘ane great tobacco-growing States, 


and the pressure of popular sentiment there 
is so strong that some of the ablest ad vo- 
rm in Congress Have 
jofhed in à report in favor of the total repeal 
of the internal tobacco tax. The necessity 
of reducing the National burden of taxation 
is so great that many good free-traders have 
been led to advocate the abolition of all in- 
ternal taxation as a means of securing imme- 
diate reduction of our eXcessive revenue. 
And some have expressed themselves in favor 
ofsuch astep on the ground that the decline 
in revenue thus caused would compel an in- 
crease of actual revenue from the tariff, 
which would undoubtedly be best secured 
by the repeal of all prohibitory duties and a 
reduced scale generally, on a revenue basis, 
with Incidental protection, and with the ad- 
dition of duties on tea and coffee. 

Believing this policy to be a mistaken one, 
the carrying out of which would indefinitly 
retard the adoption of a purely revenue tariff, 
we ask the attention of sincere revenne-re- 
formers to a few considerations on this sub- 
ject. 

1. Tariffs on imported goods always have 
been and always will be a very unecer- 
tain and unreliable source of revenue. No 
one can foresees exactly how atarif® will work,

Such a 
proposition is a slap in ace to temperance 
men and women ail over the country; and it is 
proposed tous to insult them, without even being 
asked or desired to do so by a singie liquor- 
dealer in the land. It is a proposition to make 
a miltion enemies and not one friend. Let the 
rotectionists do this to their beart’s content. 
fe desire no better issue before the people. 
But do not tet any revenue reformer be caught 
in such en absurd position.

The few attendants on Saturday morning.“ 
he says, are composed of some old ladies 
and children who have nothing else in this 
wide world to do, but the bone and sinew of 
the congregation, the young and middie 
aged, are nowhere to be séen.”

TEMPERANCE REFORM. 


The Decline in the Useor Strong Drinks 
in England So Great as Already to In- 
tertere with the Revenue. 

London Telegraph; Dec. 

Official statistics go far to confirm the tri- 
umphant claim of total abstainers that the 
consumption of strong drink is falling off at 
a rate not distasteful to the philantliropist, 
but suggesting grave reflections. to a Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. The receipts from 
beer, wines, and spirits have been. estimated 
in all recent budgets. at nearly £30,000,000 
sterling a year, if we add to the excise the 
customs duties derived from foreign spirits, 
mid as this amount is considerably more 
than a third of the entire revenue any 
causes that impair its growth or make 
it decline is of serious importance to 
the nation. It bas now almost become 
an axiom that whatever happens to 
the year’s revenue, whether it grow, 
diminish, or continue stationary, the expend- 
iture always moves in one direction—that is, 
upward, If Mr. Gladstone, with all his ex- 
perience, had to admit that the estimates 
could not now be prevetited from grow 
larger every year, it ean barely be ha 
that Mr. Childers, with the best inclination in 
the world, will be able to make much im- 
pression upoh them. The revenue, the 
must be kept up to the level of the. expend- 
iture, not the latter pruned down to the level 
of the revenue. The coat cannot be cut ac- 
cording to the cloth, but the cloth must be 
enlarged to meet the crowing dimensions of 
the wearer. And the fact any item of 
direct taxation loses productiveness is an un- 
pleasant novelty for the very numerous 
middie class in the country which has hither- 
to invariably found that it has had the ex- 
clusive privilege of supplying any de- 
ficiency. Chancellors of the Excnequer now- 
adays seem to have lost their real fertility of 
invention. They can destroy, but they can- 
not create; they can abolish old taxes, but 
eannot, when wanted, suggest new ones to 
supply their piace. ‘The sole résource of ail 
alike, when more money is required, is an 
addition to the income-tax. It outs stein of 
taxation rested on a strictly scientific basis, 
if every subject in the realm contributed his 
fair quota to the common fund for the wain- 
teugjnee of those institutions by which all 
alike benefit, direct taxation, even in the 
phage of an impostso invidious and inquis- 
itorial as the income-tax, would lose much of 
ite unpopularity. ‘Lhe — howe, 
with whieh this particular engine is worked, 
allows it no chance of ＋ ning favor. A par- 
ticular class is fleecéd by it, and another 
escapestunshorn. The annuitant, the official, 
the fundhol@er, and the man of fixed income 
who happens also to be honest, pay out 
of their due proportion to meet any emer- 
gency for which the entire nation should be 
eal to provide. It, then, the excise reve- 
nus is to go on dwindling, it is to be hoped 
that some coimprebensive mode will be found 
of mee the deficiency, and thatthe in- 
dolent makeshift of intermittent recurrence 
to additional pennies of income tax will be 
definitly abandoned. 

That the revenue from excise is not increas- 
ing, but is actualy falling behind, despite the 
change from a malt tax to a beer duty, Is u- 
disputable. That temperance habits have 
mace prodigious stridesin the past few years 
is also beyond ques „Do the two changes 
stand to each other inthe rblation of eifect to 
cause? In other words, Is less of beer, spirits, 
wine, consumed because there is a want of in- 
elination ? or is it from Want of abliity? Part- 
ly from the latter Influence, there is little 
doubt. Total abstinence is popular with 
many because itis an aid to health; with 
others because it is the handmaid of morality 
and thrift; self-denying persons practice it 
because it sets an excellent example; and 
multitudes like it, as it is economical. How 
Argo a proportion of the enthusiastic nec- 
phytes of blue ribbouism welcome the chance 
of reducing their weekly er quarterly bills we 
need not curlotsly inquire; but there is 
ample room for that feeling. It is a patent 
fact that, take them all around, the expenses 
of living in England increase steadily, and in 
a far more pronounced degree than do 
the means © of ing. Every avenue 
to employment is choked by applicants 
who taample each other under foot in the 
ferceness of their competition; and even in 
eases where the rate of pay or salary has 
been augmented the Increase has never, as a 
rule, kept pace with the highe@® cost of the 
necessaries of life, as well as its luxuries. 
In so far, then, as the need for retrenchment 
is one cause of reduced consumption of 
strong drink, a change in habit and in fash- 
ion might be expected to come with increased 
waterial prosperity. The nation “drank it- 
self out of the Alabama difficulty” in the 
exuberant days which saw Mr. Lowe at the 
Exchequer; and it may, yet again take to 
tippling so heartily as to WMable Mr. Childers 
to dispense with a portion of the income tax. 
At present, however, thereis not the faintest 
rh oh of this; all the indieations point in 

e other direction. Voluntary temperance and 
total abstinence march from one conquest to 
another, blessed by Bishops, clerks, and even 
Prinees of the Christian churehes, patron igad 
by doctors, eulogized by hard-headed men of 
business,. and athering in everywhere 
crowds of erithusiastic converts. [There are 
no prohibitery fteetotal laws in Eugland. 
The movement is sweeping over the nation 
in an unchecked tide, acquiring force as it 

oes, and inaugurating not change merely

Question of Eligibility Has Noe Force. 

CIAO, Jan. 15,—{To the Editor. -I de- 
sire to offer a few suggestions in regard to 
the now much-mooted question of the éligi- 
bility of & State officer to eceupy the position 
of United States Senator. . 
of the United — creates the office of Sen 
ator; to that if$trument we must look for 
his qualifications as well asthe. tribunal 
wiich shall determine. A Senator of the 
United States is in no sense a State officer, 
for he holds his office by Virtue of Con- 
stitution of the United States, whieh, it must 
be conceded, is the paramount in 
all cases where it lays down a rule at all. 

What does that instrument provide? 

Art. 1, Sec. 3, provides: “The Senate of, 
the United States shall be composed of two 
Senators from each State, chosen by the 
Legislature thereof for six years, and each 
Senator shall have one vote.“ 

Art, 3. „No person shall be a Senator who 
shall not have attained the age of 30 years 
and been nine years a citizen ef the United 
States, and who shall not, when elected, be 
an inbabitant of that Stete for which he 
shall be chosen.” He need not necessarily 
be a legal voter. 

Seo. 4. (1) The time, place, and manner of 
holding elections for Senators and .Repre- 
feufatives shall be prescribed by each State 
by the Legisiature thereof, bet the Congress 
may at any time by law make br alter such 
regulations. excépt as to the place ot choos- 
ing Senators.“ " 

It will be seen that the Legislature of the 
State does not establish th® eligibility; in 
fact. it can only elect at the place it may fix. 
Without these provisions there would be no 
oftice of Senator.
